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CSULB ban on smoking awaits approval 


The student body 
president said the 
new university presi- 
dent agreed to re- 
view the issue.

A ban on smoking at Cal State 
Long Beach still waits for approval 
from campus administration after 
students voted for a smoke-free cam- 
pus a year ago. 

At a recent Associated Students 
Inc. Senate meeting, ASI President 
Joseph Phillips reminded the sen- 
ate that in order to place the ban, 
CSULB President Jane Close Conol- 
ey must approve the smoking refer- 
endum. 

He said that former President F. 
King Alexander had chosen not to 


make a decision about this referen- 
dum because he was already in the 
process of leaving his position with 
CSULB. 

Phillips said that Interim Presi- 
dent Donald J. Para never looked to 
determine the fate of this referendum 
either, as his time in the role of uni- 
versity president. was intended to be 
temporary. f 

“President Conoley is interested in 
taking a look at our campus smoking 
referendum from two years back,” he 
said. 


Phillips said he brought the issue 
up with Conoley over lunch and said 
she agreed to review the issue. 

The referendum was voted on in 
March 2013 where more than 4,100 
students voted to pass CSULB’s new 
smoking ban. 

64.22 percent of students who 
voted in the election approved Refer- 
endum #2, which recommended that 
Alexander ban smoking on-campus. 

Currently, smoking is still allowed 
in designated areas on campus. 

Two other campuses San Diego 


State and Cal State Fullerton already 
banned smoking on their campus. 

Citywide, in March, the Long 
Beach City Council voted unani- 
mously to categorize electronic ciga- 
rettes with tobacco products, thereby 
restricting the use of e-cigarettes to 
designated smoking areas — a deci- 
sion that brought e-cigarettes in the 
conversation of a campus smoking 
ban. 

E-cigarettes are also currently 
prohibited in restaurants, workplaces 
and other public spaces.

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President Conoley settles in 


CSULB incoming pres- 
ident moved in her 
new home Aug. 1.

University President Jane Close 
Conoley is now settling into her univer- 
sity home — the Miller House — after 
delays caused by its renovations. 

“As usual, moving is a pretty exhaust- 
ing adventure, but I think we’re almost 
settled in,’ Conoley said in an email. 

In September 2013, the California 
State University Board of Trustees ap- 
proved over $806,238 in state General 
Fund money from the CSULB deferred 
maintenance budget to repair the Miller 
House’s air conditioning system and re- 
place its roof with a goal of reducing on- 
going utility and maintenance costs, as- 
sociate vice president of legislative and 
external relations Terri Carbaugh said. 

She said that the CSU spent $717,336, 
which was $88,901 under budget. 

Carbaugh said that the home, which 
was built in 1965, had its heat and air 
conditioning system was repaired, and 
the roof was replaced. She also said that 
it was refurbished with a seismic up- 
grade and an electrical panel. 

“This has been scheduled now for more 
than 4 year,” Carbaugh said. “So, it pre-

dates President Conoley. Certainly, with 
the transition of Interim President Don 
Para’s departure, it really afforded us an 
opportunity to get in there and get these 
repairs done, while the home was vacant.” 

Carbaugh said that there may still 
be some ongoing repair work, but the 
larger projects such as the new roof and 
heating and air conditioning are pretty 
close to complete. 

She said that the Miller House hosts 
many events with alumni, faculty and 
staff. 

“We will be using the House a few 
times each week to help raise money for 
student success; celebrate faculty and 
student awards and accomplishment; 
and, thank staff for their extraordinary 
service at The Beach,” Conoley said. 


“It’s an asset of the university as a 
whole,” Carbaugh said. “And so, we’re 
really just trying to maintain it just as 
we would in other facilities on campus.” 

She said that there are 11 homes that 
are owned by the CSU system. 

Carbaugh said that the home was do- 
nated to the campus in 1992 in a will. 
The house, located in the Park Estates 
neighborhood adjacent to campus, was 
willed to the CSU by Loraine Miller 
Collins, she said.. 

Carbaugh said that these renovations 
are in no way related to Conoley’s arrival; 
they had already been set since the Board 
approval in September 2013, she said. 

“These plans were well in the works 
before her arrival,” Carbaugh said. “She 
was off at UCSB at the time.”

The two types of vehicles, 
the Baja and the Formula 
differ in that the Baja is 
off-road and built for rocky 
terrain while the Formula is 
an on-road and is tested for 


speed. 

The members come 
together every Tuesday 
through Thursday at noon 
to design and build the cars. 
According to Tyler Siu, a 
21-year-old member, the 
student that works on the car 
the most gets the opportunity 


to drive it in the competition. 


“It’s a lot of adrenaline. 
Racing has always been 
something I’ve been into,” Siu 
said, who raced the off-road 
car, the Baja. 

The Baja SAE project 
started in the 1990s while 
the Formula SAE project 


was established two to three 
years ago. As of now, the club 
has yet to place, however 
they start fresh each year by 
building a brand new car.

Partial funding is provided 
by the school, however the 
club also hosts fundraisers 
and accepts sponsorships.

“This club has definitely 
opened my eyes to the 
automotive industry,” Siu said.

The camp cost 490.00 per child for each 
4-week session. The days are from Monday- 
Friday 12:30 — 5:00 p.m.This camp is a 
great experience.

Local arts and entertainment 
writer Richard Guzman, 41, uti- 
lized his storytelling abilities to 
transform an early passion into a 
unique career. 

Guzman’s_ partially tattooed 
arms and laid-back style mirror the 
hip, urban vibe of the Long Beach cul- 
ture he covers. 

“| find stories almost every day,” 
Guzman said.“There’s always some- 
thing happening in Long Beach.” 

During his time at the Long 
Beach Press Telegram, Guzman has 
covered everything from the live 

performance of artist Julio Igle- 

sias to describing the taste of a 

taco containing every part of a 
pig's face. 

“I wouldn’t be as happy as 
lL am if | wasn’t doing journal- 
ism,” he said. “I can’t believe | 


get paid to do this.” 

Guzman began his career on a whim 
at Pierce College, taking a journalism 
course in place of a required English 
class. Later, he enrolled in California State 
University, Northridge (CSUN) and built 
his resume through unpaid freelance as- 
signments. 

-“T just kind of floated into journalism 
in college,” he said. “Something about it 
spoke to me and drew me in.” 

Guzman transformed drastically after 
this exposure. The boy who once was a 
carefree high school student became a 
dedicated reporter, working as late as | | 
p.m. to finish his articles. 

“[After joining the newspaper] | in- 
stantly knew that’s what | wanted to do 
with the rest of my life,’ Guzman said. 

From 2000 to 2003, he wrote govern- 
ment articles for The Desert Sun. While 
government articles gave him a good 
base, Guzman’s affinity for arts and en- 
tertainment topics nudged him towards 
features writing, and he has since stayed 


there. 

“I’ve always been a storyteller. I’ve al- 
ways been a talker,” he said. 

Guzman recalled a moving interview 
with the late Lalo Guerrero, one of his 
favorite Chicano musicians. 

“l ended up not asking [Guerrero] 
any questions,” Guzman said. “He played 
songs for about two hours, and | let him 
talk about the stories behind his songs. | 
think they read a part of my story at his 
funeral ... | was pretty honored.” 

Being a reporter is no walk in the park. 
Print journalism is a competitive field, so 
much so that even seasoned profession- 
als struggle to live off their income. 

“You've got to make sure you love it,” 
said Guzman. “If you do this half-assed 
you're not gonna do well in it.” 

His fulfilling job is not something he 
plans to leave behind in the near future. 

“If you don’t have good stories, you 
haven't lived a good life,” Guzman said.
